L (Amended) A magnetic material fixing structure of motor rotor, 
comprising at least one silicon steel plate, an outer circumference of the 
silicon steel plate being recessed to form multiple receptacles at equal 
intervals, a magnetic material being disposed in each receptacles, each 
receptacle and the silicon steel plate defining two lateral faces, a bottom 
face and an opening opposite to the bottom face, the opening of the 
receptacle being slightly smaller than an internal width of the receptacle 
and the two lateral faces being slopes gradualty diverging from outer side 
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
